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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This communication is in response to applicant's amendment filed August 3, 
2006. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Pursuant to a requirement for election/restriction, claims 5-15, 19-28, 31 , 33-37, 
40, 42-44, 46-57 have been withdrawn. Claims 116-18, 29, 32, 38, and 41 have been 
amended. Clams 58-65 are newly added. Claims 1-4, 16-18, 29-30, 32, 38, 39, 41, 45, 
and 58-65 are currently pending in this case. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4, 16-18, 29-30, 32, 38, 39, 41, 
45, and 58-65 have been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of 
rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set • 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-4, 16-18, 29-30, 32, 38, 39, 41, 45, and 58-65 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Walker et al (US 5,862,223) in view of Gallery 
etal (US 5,991 ,443). 

Walker discloses a method for providing a customer remote access to a group of 
experts (editors or otherwise) through a central provider with the customer, provider and 
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experts being linked by a computer network, said customers requiring a service, (e.g. 
abs). 

6. Walker does not specifically deal with image editors as experts, but it would be 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to adapt Walker to "hook up" a customer with 
any kind of expert, image editor or otherwise. Gallery, for example, provides such 
image editing software for image manipulation (e.g. abs). It would be obvious to utilize 
Walker in combination with Gallery to provide image editing as a service to remote 
customers. 

7. Thus, the limitations of the instant application are met though any resume service 
in combination with experts who use well-known image editing software and who are 
also willing to use typed emailed instructions. Both resume matching software and 
image editing software are old and well known. 

8. Examiner's note: Examiner has cited particular columns and line numbers in 
the references as applied to the claims above for the convenience of the applicant. 
Although the specified citations are representative of the teachings in the art and are 
applied to the specific limitations within the individual claim, other passages and figures 
may be applied as well. It is respectfully requested from the applicant, in preparing the 
responses, to fully consider the references in entirety as potentially teaching all or part 
of the claimed invention as well as the context of the passage as taught by the prior art 
or disclosed by the examiner.
